Elsewhere the picture remains diamet- 
rically different. Just how sadly different was 
revealed with the release, at almost the .snmcj 
time, of preliminary estimate,'; of the bureau i,,, 
ot labor .itnllstlcs covcrlnR the month of 
Januarj', 

The record show:% thnt during that one 
month there were approximately 500 .■strike.';, 
Involving a "grand" total of 1.750.000 em- 
ployes and produclnR an ali-time high (or, 
niore appropriately, low) of IQ.200,000 man- 
days lost. It does not show the Infinite human 
suffering Inevitably Involved. 

That Is the' Inescapable storj' of American 
Industrial civilization In this Year of Our 
Lord 104S. That Is the record complied by 
human Irascibility, by human recalcitrance, 
by human folly. 

And yet In nn Amfrlean city, capital nf the 
automotive industry. In that same period, 
representatives of the sumo warring factions, 
faced with the same problems and exposed 
to the same explosive elements, met and ar- 
rived at an amicable and mutually satisfac- 
tory solution. 

The path has been charted.

TASTE AND AUTHORITY 

The authoritarian power of the Federal 
Communications Commission must be a con- 
stant source of terror to the broadcasting 
companies, which exist from year to year bj 
the FCC's leave. In fact, such power Is fright- 
ening to any American Jealous of our guar- 
anteed rights ot free speech and of legiti- 
mate free endeavor. 

In a recent report on the public respou;.!- 
bUlty of broadcaster.'^, the FCC made some 
■'suggestion.^' tor ImprovlnR the quality ol 
radio entertainment, and Indicated that In 
is.sulni! or renewing licenses, It would Rive 
particular consideration to Ihe way In which 
the suggestions were followed. 

That Is censorship with teeth In 11. cen- 
sorship that affects the fortunes and career,? 
of 3 great many people. Wo don't approve of 
It. But we will have to admit that the FCC 
suggestions are pretty sound. 

Among other thing.-;, the FCC would like lo 
sec an occasional public service program slip 
Into the morning's mournful procession ot 
soap operas. It wants to know how much ot 
a broadca.it hour will be devoted to advertis- 
ing, .ilnce It feels that "the listener who has 
heard one or two commercial announccmenls 
may reasonably expect a program lo Inter- 
vene." 

It Is seldom that censorship exhibits so 
much good sense and good taste. But that 
reflects no credit on the Ufc-and-dcath power 
ol the FCC. It simply emphasizes the coun- 
try's good fortune In having It staffed by 
person* of culture and Intelligence, rather 
.than by boors and bigots.
